Our correspondent at Washington no- 
tices the failure of the attempt made to colo- 
nize the American citizens of African descent. 
They sailed to the Island of A-Vache as their 
future home — four hundred and fifty. The 
reports of their destitution and suffering in- 
duced the President to send a vessel and bring 
them back, less ninety who hare died since 
they left, one yenr ago. 8o ends one experi- 
ment of the self-styled loyal people. It cost 
the lives of one fifth of the negroes to make 
the experiment. 

A letter from Vicksburg to the Chicago Tri- 
bune shows how the ezpeiiment is working 
on the Mississippi. 8 Herman brought back 
thousands u>>on the return of his expedition. 
They are dying twenty per day of want and 
disease. The writer thinks some of the offi- 
cers consider the destruction of this poor race 
the best thing that could happen. The prom- 
ises held out to these poor people and the 
hopes inspired, lead to this result— destitu- 
tion, suffering, disease and death. 
These results will not affect the conduct of the 
radicals. Const quenccs are nothing to them. 
It is all the wo rse for the facts if the theory 
is against them. Qreat blessiners are to flow 
from this temporary suffering. If the race 
all die, it will be all the better. Freedom, 
however, and happiness are to come out of 
this process of suffering and death. What is 
all that, if it were true, to tbe suffering and 
dying? Men may make martyrs of themselves, 
but that one race should assume to make 
martyrs of another for a future good prom- 
ised, is to assume the privilege of the Most 
High. 

But all these predictions of Abolitionists 
about the future of fretdmen are on a par with 
their other predictions. Three years ago they 
were profuse in pledges and resolutions as to 
how this war was to be conducted. They 
have violated the whole of them. At the 
same time they were much given to prophe 
sying and foretelling, and all their predictions 
have proved false. They have demonstrated 
their incapacity to iniinUin firmly any po- 
sition or to comprehend the position of the 
country. They have blundered along, still 
promising, not what they at first promised, 
but directly the opposite, and foretelling 
what will happen with as much coufidence as 
they had ever understood or foretold any- 
thing that ever did happen. They are a batch 
of incompetents and nincompoops, convicted 
by the whole country's experience. Still they 
set themselves up as oracles, and claim, with 
the assurance of an idiot, to be credited by the 
people they have misled and cheated. 
They were goine to use up this rebellion i» 
brief period. It was treason to question 
their predictions. 

Well, why have they not done it? They 
have had it all their own way. Their oppo- 
nents have given them all the aid they asked. 
Their Sir Oracle in the House of Represent- 
atives now tails the country the war may laBt 
many years and the public debt cost $200,- 
000,000 annually to meet the interest Such 
are the exploits of this promising and non- 
performing party— a party that has broken all 
its pledges; that has foretold what didn't come 
to pa6f>; that has indeed made progress— pro- 
gress in folly; from bad to worse. 

Now these incompetent nincompoops prom- 
ise great things for the negro. To be sure, 
the race is suffering and dying now; their 
condition under the process is deplorable and 
shocking; but they will do gloriously some- 
time hereafter, say these false prophets and 
incompetents who have deceived themselves 
and all who trusted them up to this hour. 

Why don't they do better for the negro 
now? What are their promises for the future 
worth? What promise did thay ever make 
that they fulfilled? Is there a statesman in 
he world who does not stand aghast at one race 
of people undertaking to take care en tiiasse of 
four millions of another race; finding them 
homer, finding them employment, providing 
for their multiplied wants? It seems to us 
that a man must be the world's fool or stark 
mad to propose it. Yet a whole party of 
bite men, wearing beard and breeches, un- 
ertake it. The results are that the race, help- 
less, not at all self-supporting, are the victims 
of the barbarous experiment 
We don't know what is to become of the 
■pro in this uproar of passions among while 
men; but this business of dragging the negro 
into this fight, whilst his race is perishing and 
dying of destitution, want and ill-treatment, is 
mean business, unworthy of the white man 
who pretends to belong to the superior race. 
We Bay pretends. Perhaps it is only a pre- 
tense. We used to think the white man the 
superior; but his deportment, ol late, raiats 
some doubts on that subject. 





They have not endeavored in their States to 
ctll a convention by which other amendments 
than those they propose would have an op- 
portunity to come before the people, but 
taking advantage of their majority in the two 
Houses, they propose to the States certain 
amendments to be decided upon. To pass 
these amendments requires the consent of 
three-fourths of the States. How this is to 
be ebtained we have already shown. Under 
the amnesty proclamation one-tenth of the 
people ol certain States, held by our army 
under the supervision of military officers de- 
voted to the radical cause, are permitted to 
vote upon these measures. In other words 
they are required to vote lor the proposed 
Congressional amendments. 

The Injustice of such a course to the people 
of those States is too plain to need any refer 
ence here. Its injustice to the people of the 
other States is equally apparent. It is pro 
posed to allow and consider as valid a change 
In the fundamental law of the country which 
Is partly made by the action ol one-tenth of 
the people of certain States not acting inde- 
pendently. One-tenth of the people of Ar- 
kansas have as much weight in making a rad 
ical change of the very charter under which 
we are to live, as the whole people of Ken- 
tucky or Ohio. 

If it is added that the people in many othe 
of the States which have never seceded are 
overawed by military proclamations, the rank 
injustice to the people of the United States is 
still more Increased. 

Nothing could mark more significantly the 
spirit of the party now In power, than their 
passing such a measure at such a time. After 
having rejected a proposition to amend the 
Constitution at a time when all the people 
could have voted upon it, now when it is 
possible to obtain such a fair vote, and by the 
exercise of 
they 

To alter the Constitution at such s time and 
by such means would be a void act. Before 
any fair tribunal in the world It would be 
It ought not to have any more force 
In amending the Constitution than 
if the same measure was adapted by a single 
or by the Parliament of England, and 
the question comes to be fairly treated 
it will be so regarded. In the meanwhile it 
can only lead to countless causes of irritation 
and vexation. It will be fruitful of quarrels, 
If adopted, till the end of time. 

g up the affairs of the Union there 
to be diflSculties enough of this 
kind, without our adding to them by this 
to the Constitution, 
until with some appearance of the unbiased 
popular consent, onght to be avoided, and 
we trust will be avoided. 

Still the danger is that it will not. The dis- 
astrous Florida expedition is one of the first 
fruits of the tffort to get a State nominally 
into the Union to secure the adoption of these 
amendments, but that will scarcely be noticed 
in the presence of the still greater calamities 
that would accrue from the adoption. 

t^-All right and constitutional to enroll 
and draft negroes and make them part of the 
volunteer army.

The rebels will 
be stiuck with the advantage they gain in 
that They will have less to resist, and be- 
sides, all they capture they can keep and use 
to raise cotton. They have employed 
in their armies in every way except 
They have not yet employed the negro as a 
soldier. We don't suppose they would be 
particularly scrupulous about it If they 
thought it would add to their strength. The 
leaders of secession would sacrifice slavery to 
success In a moment. They would prove It 
all right and constitutional if they thought it 
would win. They are as ingenious in making 
lean anything they desire as the 
But they kuow the negro bet- 
ter than these Northern dunderheads. Whilst 
he does the work, these rebel leaders will see 
to it that white men do the fighting. The 
only question is, will the policy win? If it 
will, either side can prove it constitutional. 
They could prove with great facility that the 
African negro is whiter than the Caucasian, 
and always had been, and of better capacity; 
and that the only reason the world has not 
got along better Is to be found In the fuct Out 
the superior and whiter race has not been put 
at the head of affairs, instead of occupying a 
subordinate position. It is instructive to see 
how men can believe, and what they can prove 
when they want to.

^■Among other measures pertinaciously 
urged by the radicals at present is the amend- 
ment of the Constitution. When we remem- 
ber that in the earlier part of the preeeU 
struggle, to avoid the war, and to restore the 
Union, a convention to amend the Constitu- 
tion, or amendments to the Constitution^ ere 
urged by the conservatives, how violently it 
resisted by these very men who are now 
so urgently pressing it, we can but be struck 
with the change. Thoy thtn said that the 
Constitution was good enough aa it was, and 
resented any alteration of it as departing from 
right to conciliate rebels. 

It is now an acknowledged fact that, had 
the Crittenden compromise been presented to 
the people, or had a convention of the States 
been called, the war would have been avoid- 
ed and the Uuion peacefully preserved. This 
fact is admitted now, even by the most ultra, 
and they rejoiee that the measure was defeat- 
ed. 

The amendments, too, would have been ac- 
cepted by the whole people of each and every 
State, acting freely. It would be useless to 
dwell on the calamities that would have been 
avoided by the adoption of the plan at that 
time, however much it is to be regretted. It 
is in the past. 

If we Inquire the reason lor the suddem 
change now ; if we seek to find on* why these 
men who once thought the old Constitution 
good enough for them have changed, it is not 
a hard t»6k. Then the people throughout the 
Union would have been able to speak their 
opinions freely. No file of bayonets; no proc- 
lamation allowing one-tenth of a State to de- 
cide; no oath of allegiance would have been 
required; but thievery reason was, and still 
is, the very thing wh ; ch wonld <?efeut the ob- 
jects tbe radicals hsve in view. The v«lce of 
the people would, if fairly tested even at this 
late day, deleat every scheme which there 
men hold dear. To attain them they are will 
ing to disfranchise seven million peopi t — 
enough, and more than enough, to overtbroir

Meurt. Edtion: Several matters have oc 
enrred during the month of March that have 
thrown quite a damper upon the spirits of the 
friends of the Government The raid In Flor 
Ida, under Gillmore; the raid of Sherman, in 
Mississippi and Alabama; the raid of Smith, to 
make a diversion in favor of Sherman; the 
movement of Gen. Thomas towards Tunnel 
Hill and Dayton; the raid of Kilpatrick, "On to 
Richmond;" hive all failed signally, and, in 
some cases, disastrously. The failure of the 
Florida expedition is attributed to the stam- 
pede of a negro regiment and to their dis- 
graceful flight from the scene of conflict, thus 
leaving our brave sWdiers to bear up against 
unequal odds. 

It would be disloyal to say that these negro 
Janizaries acted cowardly, for no one should 
app?y this term to the "free Americans" who 
are fighting our battles for us, but there is no 
doubt that the whole regiment engaged in 
that battle became demoralized to such an ex- 
tent that they would not stay to see it Such 
will be the case whenever 1 the brunt of a 
battle" comes upon a "black brigade." 

The friends of freedom, together with all 
the Lincolu shriekers, have been txceedinglv 
mortified at a grand failure of Mr. Lincoln'* 
pet scheme of colonizition, and the friends 
of colonizttion in Kentucky, who have with 
great trouble for many years labored In this 
cause with great success, will not be much 
encouraged at the news of the failure of this 
grasd scheme. 

In April last a vessel started from Fortress 
Monroo to the Island of A-Vache, belonging 
to the Republic of Hayti, near that island, aad 
also near Anx Cayes. This vessel was sent 
out by the Government, loaded with scmo 
four hundred and fifty freed colored Ameri- 
cacs of African descent. The most intelli- 
gent, healthy, and promising negroes were 
selected, consisting of men, women, and chil- 
dren, to represent our nation on the island, 
and to build up a nation of their own under 
the patronage ot our Government, which had 
very liberally appropriated six hundred thou- 
sand dollars for the colonization of these per- 
sons made free by emancipation and conflsca 
tion. 

These colored persons seemed to have been 
the subject of mislortuue and misery from the 
day of their departure. On their voyage the 
small-pox broke out among? t them, and they 
suffered beyond description; and these sutler 
ings Increased from tbe day of their arrival at 
A- Vache from the want of proper attention 
and care, although the Goiernintnt expressly 
stipulated that everything should be dono lor 
their accommodation and comfort. 

Their snffiringB and hardships were repre- 
sented to be so great that the Government 
dispatched Mr. D. C. Donahue, of Indiana, to 
look after them, and upon his, Mr. D.'a re- 
port the President ordered a vessel to be sent 
to A- Vache to bring them back immediately. 
The Original four hundred and fifty now num- 
ber three hundred and sixty, only ninety out 
of the original number ot stout, hturty, healthy 
grown negroes having died in less than twelve

To the amy the disposition of the ae*TO !• 
becoming a subject ot gigantic proportions, 
and unless It is relieved by the phllanthrcp'e 
people of the North, who have shown their 
loyalty and benevolence in the organizitioa 
of sanitary commissions for the soldiers, it 
will be so overburdened as to necosoarlly i'm- 
p de the operations ol the coming campaign. 
The constant in g ress to our lines of refueec*. 
both white and black, with every shade of col* 
or between the two, who have traveled Ion^ 
distances, exposed to Inclemencies of tha 
weather, snd without food or clothing, pre- 
sents s spectacle wre'ebed to behold, fir out- 
vying in poverty, destitution 
the worst class of 
lands upon our Atlantic shorer. 

The banks of the Mississippi river are lined? 
with negro huts and rude cabins, among whora 
there is a vast amount of destitution, starva- 
tion and sickness. The late expedition of 
Shtrman, on their return to Vlekfbnrg, 
brought In from ten to eleven thousand col- 
ored persons of all ages: very mtny died on 
the route. They were taken Immediately on 
board transports, and sent to different places 
on the river, mostly. I am informed, by those 
who bad them in charge on the expedition, 
they were destined for Jeff. Davis' plantation, 
where ihey were quartered and supplied as 
well as may be by the Government Tot tbev 
are dying from fifteen to twenty a day, and 
need what it is almost impossible for Govern- 
ment to supply them with. The general tend- 
ency of a change in their habits to the army ra- 
tions andfexposure to scorbutic diseases, make 
It important that some measures be immediate* 
ly taken to supply them with vegetables. 
There is no reason why they should be left to 
suffer, although there seems to be but llttls 
feeling exhibited by many officers in the army, 
who talk as If their extinction was rather to 
be desired th»n otherwise. The extremo 
scarcity aud high prices of provisions makes 
It a matter of certainty that a great many will 
die of starvation, especially exposed as they 
are to the visits ot sTuerrillas, who carry off In 
many places their supplies, limited as they are. 
The general feeling of Insecurity of plantation 
busiuess has prevented them from getting 
employment The rebel raids to Skip- 
pers and Goodrich's Landing has shown 
the folly of lauding mules and planta- 
tion supplies until a mounted force occupies 
these places. The gunboats themselves of- 
fered but little protection to these nightly 
rebel raids, composed of expert Texan out- 
laws, who plunder for the sake of plunder all 
parties, very many Northern men have al- 
ready taken plantations. Many more are 
anxious to do so, provided the Gdvanment 
will afford protection, and are awaiting both 
actiou In this direction and the arrival of sup- 
plies already purchased. They feel murh 
alarmed and rather despondent yet are prom- 
ised that orders w:U arrive at Yiok-burg by 
Thursday of this week from Washington, 
giving them the Invalid corps and the marine 
corps for this purpose. There are said to ba 
five hundred persons in V.cksburg en- 
gaged in cotton buying, who have to get per- 
ml d from each county they operate in. and 
the scouting from the gunboats is mostly ta 
those places where cotton is expected to bo 
found, and where speculators abound. My 
own opinion, founded upon conversation with 
the old planters and residsnts of the Soatta, is 
that tbe plantation businoss is harzardons at 
best and extremely unsafe without thorough 
protection of the stationed fore* at all 
points where such operations are carried on ; 
and they will not work their own without se- 
curity from the Government, and of protec- 
tion from all parties whatever. 

An expedition is on board of transports go- 
ing up Red river for thirty dav s, after which 
another expedition ot magnitude and import* 
ance is expected. 

The late proclamation of the President ha*) 
brought many of the cil'zens of Vicksburg 
back to the lines anxious to take the oath ol 
allegiance and get possession of their proper- 
ty, now occupied by army officers and their 
families, by bosrdlnghouse keepers aad coa*» 
tiabAnds. The matter at best will be very 
much mixed, as personal property and furni- 
ture has been disposed of or changed absut 
and in many instances transported by official 
dignitaries, as well as changed houses, by the 
remaining citizens themselves, before the 
officers occupied the-u. Vicksburg is fuB 
of negroes to overflowing. Tbe Prentice 
House is occupied as a hospital for them : 
It is undergoing repairs, ana is couimoduus 
and well kept. Dr. D. O. McCord is medi- 
cal director tor the rreedrnen, and his offlc j 
is in this building. CoL Eaton has the gen- 
eral supervision of tbe contrabands, and 
schools are established here and at various 
points where they are congregated, where 
teachers are directed by him from various 
commissions. Teachers who have been en- 
gaged in this work give very encouraging 
ports of the results of their labor, but 
much embarrassment from the transition i 
of affairs, where the children are so often 
changed from one point to another. Here Is 
an almost unlimited fidi for the Virions mis- 
sionary operations, but the first great waat Is 
food and clothing, until they can get in a con- 
dition to help themselves, and fled employ- 
ment or raise something to subsist upon. Tha 
Northwestern Freedman's Aid Commission Is 
a new organization for this purpose, and has) 
just commenced its operations.

were no doubt highly exaggerated, we re- 
frain from publishing the different re- 
ports. There wm on the streets one re- 
port that Longstreet, at tbe head of 18,000 men, 
had passed through Pound Gap. This report 
no doubt originated from the fact that some 
400 rebel cavalry had entered the State 
through that gap, which force is supposed to 
be an advance of the main force, though no 
official Information of that kind has been re- 
ceived. 

We do not vouch for the various rumors 
which sre afloat; but from what information 
we have, there Is but little doubt that it is the 
Intention of tbe rebels to make an extensive 
raid into the 8tate; and It would be well for 
the military authorities to be prepared for 
any movement of the kind. 

Return of thbj Second Kentucky Cav- 
alrt.— The Second Kentucky were amoBg 
the first to enter the service, organizing at 
Camp Jo. Holt They went into the contest 
889 strong, and after more than two years 
service they return to us only 350 men. They 
have been in sixty-three battles and skirmish- 
es, and have borne themselves bravely. Most 
of them have re-enllsted as veterans, and are 
now waiting at the barracks for their pay and 
furlough, when they will circulate for a few 
days among their friends. Let them have a 
warm welcome We trust, before they leave 
again, they may have their regiment recruit- 
ed to its maximum. The following is a list 
of the officers of this regiment: E. 8.

Mr. Shannyn explained 
ihat tne bill consolidated two superintenden- 
ts into one and provided for selling the 
present reservations and locating the Indians 
on more appropriate reservations, each of 
which to be assigned an Indian agent.

Mr. Garfield, of Obio, resnraed his remarks 
In lavor of tbe bill inquiring if the present 
tuears of tbe New Jersey railroads were euUI 
ctent for government transportation purposes.

Wabihnoton, March 31. 
The Secretary of the Navy, in reply to a 
resolution of inquiry from the Senate, says no 
transfer of men from the army to the navy 
ha* taken place under the recent act of Con- 
gress, and that thirty-five vessels are now 
awaiting complements of men. Not only are 
they waiting for crews, but the terms ot many 
seamen have expired, and men aro detained to 
luutge onr ships who are justly entitled to dis- 
charges.

JUuira. Editors : In your paper of yesterday 
I found the following articles : 

Soldiers' Widows —A lady of this city 
wriUs us complaining that the Commissary 
Department is now giving out sewing to peo- 
ple who are in good circumstances, and who 
have bought sewing machines of parties con- 
nected with the Commissary Department, to 
the neglect of soldiers' wives and widows, 
however worthy. Can this bo so ? The lady's 
letter is at the disposal of any official who 
chooses to investigate the subject. 

It is said that ladies in carriage* can get 
work on soldiers' clothing in this city, while 
the poor wives aud widows of soldiers are 
generally refused such work. 

As the government department under my 
charge is the only one in which army clothing 
is manufactured, I suppose the writer of the 
letter to which you allude must have had ref- 
erence to this department in her complain- 
ings. 

The procuring of this kind of government 
work for Louisville was the result of personal 
f ff jrt upon my part, based upon representa- 
tions which I made, through Colonel Thomas 
Swords, A. Q M. General, and Captain W. 
Jenkins, A. Q. M , with their favorable in- 
dorsement, to the Department at Washington, 
of the necessities of the poor women of Louis- 
ville and vicinity, many of whom were sol- 
diers' wives and widows. Upon the reception 
of orders to manufacture at this point, I gave 
directions that the wives and widows of sol- 
diers, and the most needy of the city, should 
be first supplied with work. Those who have 

been in immediate charge of the work the 

superintendent and chief clerk— have had as 
strong sympathy for these classes as any of 
the most benevolent of onr citizens; and bo 
far as I can learn, not a single soldier's wife 
or widow (who has been abbi to make the 
clothing) has been turned away without work. 
Neither does the writer of the lstter make this 
charge. She charges, however, that the work 
has been unequally divided to the detriment 
of soldiers' wives and widows. In other 
word?, that these women have not been kept 
constantly supplied with work. The amount 
of work to be done at this depot has not been 
equal to the supply of labor otlered, and hence 
it has frequently occurred that there hts been 
no work to give out, when parties have called 
for it, and they have had to call a second time 
before procuring any. While this govern- 
ment manufacturing department u in nottnte 
a charity concern, yet it has been onr aim to 
divide the work so as to give the !.-•; :!: of it 
to as large a number of tbe needy as possible. 
Of course, we are unable to know tne circum- 
stances of every one of the hundreds of wo- 
men who apply for work, and some may re- 
ceive work who do not absolutely need it. 
Neither is it surprising that some come iu 
carriages, for this work is taken out by per- 
sons living iu New Albany, Jefftrsoaviile, 
Portland, and other points distant from the 
city. That the distribution of tho work has 
been general, howsver, will appear from the 
following figures : 

Iu December las*, there were 438 names of 
sewing women upon the roll, to whom was 
paid $4,917 20. But one person received over 
|46 during the month, and that was tor work 
done at a charitable institution; 20 only re- 
ceived sums over $24 and under $4b; all others 
ere under $24, the general average being 
$11 22. 

In January there were 422 names on the 
roll, to whom was paid $3,U17 20. But stven 
received over $24 during the month, and but 
one over $30. The general average was 
$7 «. 

In February there were 461 names on the 
roll, to whom was paid $4,145 22. Seventeen 
only received over $24, and one over $45 
General average $0. 

In March there have been 420 names on the 
roll, to whom $4,348 20 has been paid. Five 
only received from $24 to $30, and Beven over 
$30. The general average has been $10 35. 

When it is remembered that the names en- 
rolled each morth represeot/rom one thoutand 
to otte Uiousand Jive hundred tseuring women — one 
person In a family or a neighborhood often 
taking out work in her came for two or three, 
and sjmetimes more, and receiving rwy fcr 
tbe same— it will be seen that the work has 
been very generally distributed. 

One word In regard to the sewing machines 
alluded to. As a government officer it does 
not devolve upon me to explain private be 
nevoleut enterprises; but as the writer of the 
letter has made public allusion to the matter, 
I will give the facts in the case. There is no 
agent of any sewing machine coropanv con- 
nected with this depot. Mr. E. H. Vernon, 
chief clerk in the manufacturing depannieot, 
has aided seme of the women in procuring 
sewing machines, advancing the money him- 
aelf for the machines and allowing the women 
to pay him for them in snch small sums as 
they' can spare from their monthly earnings. 
It seems to me to be a very laudable way ot 
doing a benevolent action — putting the means 
iuto the hands of the poor to earn an honest 
livelihood. The general average of money 
paid shows that it has uot interfered with the 
distribution of tbe work. 

Thus much, Messrs. Editors, I have felt 
called upon to say in reply to the two editorial 
articles in your paper. I am not willing that 
the government or the government officials 
shall rest under the imputation of neglecting 
the soldiers' stives and widows in the distribu- 
tion of its work. Those who now have charge 
of this whole matter sought the opportunliy 
of manufacturing at this place, and assumed 
the responsibility and trouble attending it 
(without one dollar additional pay or com- 
pensation), for the purpose of giving employ- 
ment to tnis very class of per.ons, ana it is 
hardly reasonable to suppose that they will 
now be overlooked. Should, however, any 
cases of that kind be known to you or others, 
it they will b« reported to me, they shall re- 
ceive their share of government work so long 
as there U any to be given out.
